Tsuneo Tokumi, chief frrigation and 
hydraulic engineer of the government 
of Formosa, Japan, who is registered 
at the Angelus from Tathoku, arrived 
yesterday morning and immediately 
started on a tour of inspection. He 
went among the and groves 
of the country. Returning late in the 
evening, the expressed his delight in 
no smal] terms, His English was 
very comprehensive, and was accom- 
panied by a pleasant smile. 

“Your system of irrigation in this 
State is as fine as that anywhere in 
the world,” he remarked, and he is an 


expert in the matter, having been 
twice in Egypt, in the great 
iffigation systems of the Nile, and in 


different European countries where 
this manner of producing things is in 
vogue. “I find wherever I have been 
that the irrigation plants are not only 
well constructed, but are well kept 
up, which is not true of many coun- 
tries, Egypt for example. 
“Your rotation of crops, to people 
of Japan and China, is a wonderful 
thing, and we are only learning the 
possibilities of having two and three 
crops on the same lund in the same 
year. it is to further educate myself 
on these matters that I have been 
traveling through California tho past 


month. 

“My stay here will be shortengd by 
reason of the fact that my country 
has just sent word to me, saying that 
Il am to hasten on my journey and go 
to England, there to secure some 
valuabie information on hydraulic en- 
gineering.
